Compulsory. adquisition of larid by local 
authorities, after efforts to acquire the land 
by agreement have- failed, is one of the 
principal provisions of “the. Allotments 
Bill, introduced ‘in the Dail on Wednesday 
by the Minister:for Local Governinent. 

The full text’ of the measure was pub- 
lished yesterday. The second elauc:, em- 
powers local authorities to provide land 
for allotments whenever there is a demand 
for them in &Ahéir areas, and when they 
are of opinion that the costs and expenses 
involved may réasonably be expected to be 
recouped by the rents and other moneys 
received for the allotments. . The ren‘s, it 
is proposed, will be calculated by the, loca! 
authorities in such ‘namner as is directed 
by the Minister for Local Government, 
With regard t ‘the acquisition of land, no 
Jocal authority will be allowed to acquire 
land “ for any greater estate or interest 
than a term of five. years,” Land can be 
compulsorily acquired by a local authority 
only after efforts to acquire it by agreement 
have failed. The term for which it is 
compulsorily aquired cannot exceed five 
years. i 

CONDITIONS OF ACQUISITION. 

In considering the compulsory. aequisi- 
fion of land, ‘the local authority must 
avoid taking hn undue’ or inconvenient 
quantity of land from any one owner and 
tenant, and, furthermore, it must not take 
any land which formsepart of a demesne, 
garden or pleasure ground, or which forms 
part of the home. farm usually attached to 
a mansion, In the same way it will not 
be allowed to, acquire compulsorily «ny 
land occupied by a railway, tramway, dock 
or other publi¢ undertaking, or any land 
which is the site of an ancient monument 
or other object of archeological interest. 
When the rent; terms, conditions and com- 
pensation in respect of land proposed to be 
compulsorily acquired have been: fixed by 
the Land Commission; schedules of the 
proposed works and rents must be sub- 
mitted to the Minister by the local 
authority. Every ‘schedule approved by 
the Minister will be binding on the local 
authority by which it was submitted. 

An allotment will be let by the local 
authority 40 (a) not more than two in- 
dividuat persons, or (b) to’a number of 
persons working on a ¢o-operative system 
approved by the Minister, or (c) with the 
consent of thé Minister to an association 
of persons formed for the purpose of pro- 
moting or creating the development of 
allotments and so constituted that the 
division of profits amongst-the members is 
prohibited or restricted.

YOUNG EX-SOLDIER’S 
FATE IN DUBLIN. 


HOW HE WET HIS DEATH ON 
ARMISTICE DAY. 


“Death from. hemorrhage of the brain 
was the verdict returned at the inquest in 
Mercer’s Hospital, Dublin, yesterday, tonch- 
ing the death) of an ex-soldier, Charles E. 
Oates (29), jeweller, 28. Athlumney villas, 
Ranelagh, who met his death during a hostile 
demonstratioh | outside Trinity College on 
Wednesday afternoon last. 

The jury asked. the house surgeon, Dr. 
Moorhead,’ whether the scalp wound on the 
dead man’s head had anything to do with the 
hemorrhage of the brain. ' . 

Dr. Moorhead stated that in his opinion 
the excitement was the cause of a blood 
vessel bursting in Oates’s head, and that in 
falling he received the slight scalp wound. 

The police report stated that about 4.20 
p.m. on Weilnesday last about 200 men 
marched from Graiton street into College 
Green and halted in front of the main gate, 
Trinity College, and exchanged remarks with 
a number of studénts who were standing 
inside the College gate. Both, parties ap- 
peared to be! getting hostile, and the con- 
stables on duty closed the gates. 

An explosive bomb was then thrown by 
one of the crowd into the College yard, where 
it burst with a loud report. The police then 
cleared: the thoroughfare. 

William Oates, 27 Parnell square, Marold’s 
Cross, father:of the deceased, said that his 
son left a wife and young child, His son was 
in good health. : 

Dr. Moorhead, house surgeon, stated that 
the deceased man was dead on adzhission to 
the hospital at about 5 o'clock, 

A post-mortem examination showed that 
death was due to hemorrhage at the base of 
the brain and to heart failure, There was a 
very superficial scalp wound. 

Charles M, O’Brien, student, 25 Trinity 
College, stated that between 4.20 and 5 p.m. 
on Wednesday last he was standing at the 
gate of Trinity College, when he saw a pro- 
cession approaching from the direction of the 
Pillar. A large crowd then gathered outside 
the College.’ Witness saw the dead man, 
Oates, standing at the edge oí the footpath, 
near the College gate. He then saw a man 
run out from amongst the erowd and strike 
Oates, He did not know if the man had 
anything in his hand. Oates fell, and was 
afterwards taken into the College, and “from 
there to Merver’s Hospital by ambulance, 

The man who struck Oates was about 
bít, 4in, to Sft. 6in. high, of thick build, and 
wore .a brown overcoat and soft felt hat. 
Witness could identify him if he saw the man 
in the same clothes.

. STORY. OF RAID ON 


ROSCREA BANK. |

(BEFORE MR. JUSTICR. O'SHAUGHNESSY.) 

The trial was begun yesterday morning of 
three young men named John M y; 
Michael O'sirien, aud James. Peters; Thurles, 
who were charged with conspiracy to rob and 
with robbing the Réserea branch of the Bank 
of Ireland of £10,617 10s; 1d. eu the» 24th 
March last. All three prisoners were for- 
merly in the National Army, Peters and 
McCarthy having been officers. 

Mr. W,. Carrigan, K.C,, and Mr. Dudley 
White, K.C. (instructed by Messrs. Boyd and 
Clarke, State Solicitors, Dublin, and Mr. 
James O’Brien, State Solicitor, Nenagh), pro- 
secuted on behalf of the State.. Mr. James 
Rearden (instructed by Mr. J. P. Carrigan) 
appeared for Peters; Mn J, J. Walsh (in- 
structed by Messrs, L. J. Ryan and Son) for 
McCarthy, and Mr, R. T. Cherry (instructed 
by Mr. J. J. Ryan) for O’Brien. 

SUSPECTED BIG GONSPIRACY, 

Opening the case for the prosecution, Mr. 

Carrigan, senior State counsel, said that, ac- 


customed’ as they were to robberies for years 
‘past, the jury would find that this one ex- 


ceeded in gravity any that had occurred in 
the country. Here a sufh of £10,000 was 
taken from a bank, and the circumstances 
would probably lead the jury to the con- 
clusion that the men in the dock represented 
only the “ fringe '* of the conspiracy leading 
up to the robbery. They were the actual 
perpetrators, men in a humble position in 
life, living in or near the town of Thurles. 

On the day of the robbery, counsel pro- 
ceeded, O'linen hired a motor car in Mary- 
borough, telling the driver—Joseph: Power— 
that he and two other men ‘who were dealers 
were going: to Rogctea, and that he (Power) 
would be paid his fare—d6s.—when they got 
there. Shortly after 1 o'clock the. party 
arrived in Roscrea,’ and ‘thd prisoners went 
into Coreoran’s Hotel, which was next door 
to the Bank of Ireland. While his com- 
panions were having a drink in the bar of 
the hotel, one of the men left, and returnin 
after a few minutes said that “Ban ” woul 
pot. be ready till 2,30 o'clock. 

_ . «MAN WITH RED MOUSTACHE, 

The member of the party who said this 
was a man of remarkable appearance. He had 
a mane of. dark hair, but his moustache was 
red, and he wore gold-rimmed spectacles. 
Power noticed that; the ‘moustache was false, 
and he believed that the man wearing it was 
Peters. After dinner, which was disposed o! 
“in a violent hnrry, ' the three men went out 
tothe street, and there teld. Power to have 
his car ready in ten minutes, They then went 
into'the Bank of Ireland. Soon afterwards 
one of them rushed out, and told Power to 
start the car. and Power felt, rather than 
saw, the three men getting into it, so great 
was their haste. 

A short distance outside the town he be- 
citme suspicious, and stopped the car and told 
the men that he would not. drive them any 
farther. One of them immediately drew a 
revolver, and ordered him to drive as he 
was directed at the peril offvhis. life. The 
journey: continued—according to the men’s 
instructions—until they were within a few 
miles from a wayside railway station called 
Lisduff, There they dismounted, warned 
Power that he was not to return ‘to Mary- 
borough by Mountrath, because he would be 
“held up,’ and told him not to give a 
description of them to the Civic Guards. 
He was handed £5 in Bank of Ireland notes, 
and wien he refused to accept it because it 
was not the proper fare, he was told to 
“shut up and take it.” 

The safe in Roscrea branch was in a 
strong room. The agent usually kept one 
of ‘the two keys for it, and the sub-agent had 
the other; but for a long time previous to 
the 24th March the second key was given to 
thé National Bank in the same street for 
safety.: This key was available when re- 
quired, and without it the safe could. not be 
robbed by highwaymen. 

Peters went into the National Bank after 
leaving Corcoran’s Hotel, and changed a £1 


note. He then returned to the bar of the 
hotel ain! announced that ** Dan will not be 
ready... till 2.30 . o'clock, At about 2.30 


o'clock the Bank of Ireland sent for the key 
to the National Bank. 

Connsél went on to say ‘that the agent oí 
the Bank of Ireland wag,sitting in his private 


officé when the sub-agent entered with a } 


man who carried p revolyer,. This man told 
the agent ta open the safe. The agent re- 
plied-—' I cannot open the safe; I have sot 
the key,” adding that key was at the 


National Bank, “You have your 
key,” ' said the raider. “Tarn “your 
key “im the lock.” The agent complied, 


and the sub-agent.then used the second key, 
which had arrived from the National Bank, 
and ‘the safe was opened. 

The sub-agent told the raider that some 
of the notes in the safe were cancelled 
notes, and, whatever the jury might think 
of that fact. he (counsel) was bound to state 
it to them.” ‘The staff of the bank, number- 
ing five, were “held up” and robbed in 
open day, and not one of them could identify 
any of the three desperadoes. But the 
honest man who: drove the motor car, and 
who refused to accept £5 because he believed 
it to be stolen, would tell the jury who 
the men were, and he would be we & out 
to some extent by the waitress and barmaid 
in the hotel. 

Joseph Power bore out cotinsel’s statement 
regarding the incidents preceding andfollow- 
ing the raid, At identification parades he 
identified O'Brien and McCarthy. Peters, he 
said, resembled the man with the red 
moustache. 

Margaret. Walsh, waitress in Corcoran’s 
Hotel, identified O’Brien as one of the men 
who had dinner. at the hotel on the 24th 
March, McCarthy was very like the second 
man. The third man had a red moustache 
and spectacles, 

OFFICIALS EXAMINED. 

John O'Riordan, elevk im the National 
Bank, Roserea, depesed to seeing the man 
with the red moustache in. the: bank: on the 
24th March. He was like Peters in build. 

Mr. Joseph J. Kelly, ‘manager of the 
National, also deposed to seeing the man in 
the bank. 

Mr. Jolin W. Meekes, manager of the Bank 
of Ireland in Roserea, related how he was in 
his office with a customer named Maher when 


Mr. Vernon (the subsagent) and a man with 


a vevolver entered. Mr, Vornon -said, “ This 
man wants the key of the safe,’’ They were 
ordered to face,the wall, and the raider took 
£8,445 from the safe. From the cashier’s 
desk m the front office the raidérs took 
£2,172 10s, 1d. 

Mr. Catrigan—Can you identify any of the} 
three men that were jn the bank that day?

The Free State 
during the period under review did trade 
of one kind or another with forty 
countries. Britain and Northern Ireland 
took £18,550,000 of our exports; the other 
thirty-eight countries between them took 
' £500,000. Yet the Free State continues 
to keep ‘‘ trade representatives ' in foreign 
capitals, while it neglects the British 
market and has not even an agent ‘n 
Belfast. It is high time that facts should 
be faced. The Free State’s economic policy, 
for the time being, at any rate, should be 
directed solely towards the improvement 
of the export trade with Great Britain 
and Northern Ireland. The day may come 
when we may send our products all over 
the world; but the time is not yet. We 
cannot continue to play fast and loose 
with our livelihood. The cattle trade may 
not be a romantic basis for national 
developmen; but it affords our only hope 
of economic survival. 


Prospects of the Pact. 


In less than three weeks’ time the 
Security Pact, devised at Locarno, is due 
to be signed in London. At Locarno pro- 
visional agreement was reached on a 
settlement of European boundaries cal- 
culated to lay at rest for many 4 genera- 
tion those quarrels which have kept 
Western Europe an armed camp for 
centuries. The zone over which Germany 
and France have battled so long is to be 
guaranteed, if the Pact is ratified, by all 
the signatories, and the Powers are to be 
bound to oppoco-united resistance to any 
aggressor who seeks to alter the status quo. 
From Locarno the delegates returned with 
the initialled Pact, to be hailed with the 
To lay to rest the 
secular quarrels of Western Europe 
is to secure the basis of economic 
recovery and to thrust back the danger 
of war into the distant future. If war 
can be avoided for a century, it will be 
avoided for ever; for in that time the 
progress of civilisation is likely to have 
welded the nations into an international 
unity, rendering war impossible. One 
obstacle stands in the way of this splendid 
consummation. The initialled Pact, before 
it is signed and rendered operative, must 
receive the approval of the Parliaments 
of the contracting Powers. In Germany 
opposition to the Pact has been mani- 
fested, The Nationalist Party—and that 
the largest single party in the State—has 
declared its dissatisfaction, and its repre- 
sentatives have withdrawn from Herr 
Luther’s Cabinet in order to dissociate 
the party from responsibility for the 
proposed settlement, with its implied 
abandonment for ever of German claims 
to territory reconquered by France. 
Lacking the united acceptance of the 
Pact, Herr Luther has contemplated 
an appeal to the nation for a clear 
mandate. On the twenty-third day of this 
month the Pact will be considered by the 
re-assembled Reichstag. If the Natipn- 
alists, dumng the interval, modify their 
irtransig&ance, all will be well, and the 
Pact will be signed a week later. It is 
reported that some members of the Right 
have counselled this more temperate atti- 
tude. Germany's dire need of money will 
make even tho most militant of the old 
guard hesitate before rejecting or post- 
poning the acceptance of an honourable 
settlement. It is thought, moreover, that 
the Ambassadors’ Conference on Saturday 
wi’. offer ftelief from the occupation of 
Cologne and other modifications of Ger- 
many’s disabilities. If an assurance could 
be given on behalf of the late Allies that 
mandates in colonial territories will be 
transferred to Germany after the signing 
of the Pact, the German extremists would 
be robbed of their plea that the Pact pro- 
poses for ever to limit the growth of the 
German nation.

Soviet Intolerance. 


“Who evér knew truth put to the worse 
in a free and open encounter?’’ With 
this question John Milton championed the 
liberty of the Press in England, and ever 
since his day his words have stood to 
rebuke and frustrate every effort to bring 
about illiberal censorship or restrictions 
on freedom of discussion. Russia to-day 
needs a Milton. The Soviet Government 
has silenced discussion and banned freedom 
of opinion in a fashion more drastic than 
that which raised the great Puritan’s ire. 
It is reported that Bolshevist censorship 
is to be carried into the libraries, and that 
“the removal of counter-revolutionary and 
inartistic literature” from all small 
libraries has been ordered throughout the 
territories of the Soviet Republic. The 
books classed as ‘“‘counter-revolutionary 
and inartistic’’ are indicated more par- 
ticularly as works of idealistic bent and 
all books on religion which are not anti- 
religious. Propagandist literature fayour- 
ing political systems other than the system 
now in power in Russia come under the 
ban, together with works of history and 
literature, dating from Tsarist times, and 
containing matter favourable in any 
respect to the old régime. Intolerance of 
this sort does not manifest a sense of 
strength or security in the Bolshevist 
Government, States which are firmly 


it needless to hamper criticism with 
stringent censorship.

For three hundred and sixty-four days in 
the year they were ignored. There was really 
no reason. why they should be noticed; for 
there was nothing distinctive about them. 
Some of them sold in shops, others worked 
on the roads, and some went into offices by 
train. The rest pursued a hundred different 
trades, untouched by any Suggestion of 
glamour or romance. Most of them were poor 
and some of them were shabby. They were 
cogs in the vast machine of the Empire, the 
yaster- machine of civilisation; but their world 
was not the world of adventure, 

Far away from tHem there was another 
world, a world of achievement, the world of

Here was the rainbow 
ribbon of Mons, with its story of the Marne 
and Ypres; there the silver “General 
Service ' medal, mute reminder of four years’ 
vigil in the trenches. Next to it, bronze 
beside its silver neighbour, hung the 
“‘ Victory ' medal, telling of the last great 
advance into Belgium on the heels of a re- 
treating enemy., Occasionally the sun picked 
out the orange &bhades of the South African 
ribbon, as one of the “Old Army ”’ passed, or 
the colours of an unknown ribbon won in a 
forgotten frontier war. 
zallipoli, Kut-el Amara, the Somme—they 
were only memories, it is true, and a new 
generation was arising that knew not the war; 
but for cna day there was magic in those 
ribbons. Once again the guns of Flanders 
thundered; once again the cruel heat of a 
Mesopotamian sun beat down on aching 
heads; Once again those who had fought and 
suffered were remembered, and the glamour 
of the great adventure surrounded them. The 
world stood aghast at the magnitude of the 
sacrifices these men had made, while the sun 
lingered lovingly on the ribbons that told so 
much. 
Next morning the medals would have 
vanished. Their owners would pass unnoticed 
once again; but for one day they had come 
into their kingdom. |

BRITISH TRADE IN 
OCTOBER.

A SLIGHT IMPROVEMENT. 


The Board of ‘rade returns, issued yester- 
day, show that the volume of British over- 
seas trade in October was considerably 
greater than in September, but was below 
that of the corresponding month last vear. 
The totals and the decreases compared with 
October, 1924, were as follows :— 

Imports... £108,838,924 Decrease £12,435,74 
Exports... £67,081,986 Decrease £1,504,052 

Compared with September, imports were 
up by £10,913,890 and exports by £6,547,118. 
Comparing last month with October, 1924, 
the decreases in imports included :—Grain 
and flour, £3,126,453; food and drink, 


31,468,050: raw wool, £1,026,080; and silk 
and silk manufactures, £1,188,812. There 
were only two oustanding increases, these 
being rubber, £2,655,502, and non-ferrous 
metals and manufactures thereof, £1,089,592. 
With regard to exports, coal was still down 
heavily, the amount being £1,474,159, while 
woollen and worsted yarns and manufactures 
showed a decrease of £618,935. The largest 
advance was £915,009 in vehicles, including 
locomotives, ships and aircraft, The imports 
for the ten months of this year totalled 
£1,074,262,947. an increase of £44,580,331 on 
the corresponding period last year, while the 
exports were valued at £646,540,392, a de- 
crease of £11,565,507, when compared with 
the first ten months of 1924,

Comment on the increased solemnity of 
the Armistice celebrations yesterday was 
general this morning, and opinion seems 
to be that the observance must not be 
allowed to pass into disuse. It has been 
hinted lately that the authorities had 
come to the conclusion that the time 
had arrived when an official celebration 
might be dropped, but this, in view of 
yesterday, seems to be a great mistake. 
The public will demand that the celebra- 
tion shall be continued, if present feelin 
is any criterion, and the Government of 
the day, no matter what its political com- 
plexion may be, will have to bow to 
popular feeling. The feeling seems to in 
cline more and more to the idea that the 
day shall be a solemn celebration and not 
given over to rejoicing. I think that this 
opinion will manifest itself strongly next 
year. 

The pilcrimage to the Cenotaph and the 
tomb of the Unknown Warrior continned 
throughout. to-day, and huge banks of 
flowers are rising round the former, 
while tle ler is now  completels 
covered with poppies. In both places 
the utmost care is taken of the 
offerings made by so many mourners, 
and at the Cenotaph the Royal wreaths, 
with those from distinguished personages 
or from the Dominions, are placed on 
stands in order that they may be inspected 
by everybody. The mass of wreaths (and 
floral offerings placed at the foot ‘of the 
Cenotaph are constantly overhauled,/and 
many are removed at frequent inter¥als so 
that the never-ceasing queue of mourners 
may be able to place their remembrances 
without trouble.

CAPTAIN ARTHUR 
FOUND. GUILTY. 


THIRTEEN MONTHS AND 
A FINE, 


* PARIS, Thursday. 
i; The case of Captain Arthur was call 
promptly at 2.30 this afternoon. Captai 
Arthur, who sat in the dock among the other 
acoused since half-past twelve, was dressed 
with the same care as last week. He was 
called upon by the Presiding Magistrate, who. 
had elicited various explanations of a nal 
nature, including the fact that he had volun- 
teered for service in the war, and had been 
promoted to the rank of captain. Captain 
Arthur spoke in a low voice and in good 
French. 

The magistrate then recalled the facts of 
the case, which he described as a cinemato- 
graph film, in which no element is lackingz— 
the love interest, Mrs. Robinson; the money 
interest, the Rajah, a veritable prince of 
Arabian Nights,.the Black Band—the whole 
being connected in various episodes. 

Mr. John Hagg, manager of an English 
bank in Paris, described the circumstances 
in which Captain Arthur opened an account 
with the bank. 

The. next witness was M. Pierre Hentch, 
manager of the branch of an English bank in 
Paris, who related how the £120,000 that 
came into. the accused man's account were 
first exchanged for French 5 per cent. Rentes, 
and then for National Defence Bonds. 


PROSECUTOR'S SPEECH. 

The Public Ptosecutor then described what 
he understood to be Captain Arthur’s share 
in the transaction. which he described as the 
biggest blackmailing case in the world. 
Captain Arthur; he declared, was present at 
all the discussions which took place between 
the conspirators; and was cognisant of every- 
thing that was happening. 

Referring to ‘charges brought’ against the 
accused under French -law, he said that 
£120,000 had first been placed in an English 
bank, and was afterwards converted | into 
French bonds. | Captain Arthur’s financial 
needs cansed him to sell the bonds, and in 
1922 he had only 1,800 frances in his account. 
In conclusion, the Public Prosecutor said 
that English justice had thrown clear light 
on the affair, and had sentenced Captain 
Arthur’s. accomplices, and he asked that 
French Justice should also show itself severe. 


SPEECHES FOR THE DEFENCE. 
Captain Arthur’s first counsel, Maitre de 
Trobriant, then delivered his speech for the 


defence. He pleaded that his client should 
benefit from ‘various extenuating circum- 
stances. He said that Arthur’s father and 


two of his aunts had been shut up in lunatic 
asylums. The \accnsed himself had received 
shell-shock during the battle of the Somme, 
in 1916, and he had also become a drug 
addict. Counsel read testimonials to the good 
character of the accused from the Colonel 
under whom he served in the South African 
War, his solicitor and an Irish veterinary 
surgeon. wg 

Maitre Leroy, senior counsel for the de- 
fence, followed with an eloquent speech. He 
declared that the case of the prosecution was 
based upon the evidence of Newton and 
others, which had been given in London, and 
he submitted that such evidence was unre- 
liable. He averred that Arthur was New- 
ton’s victim, Counsel admitted, however, 
that large sums of money of doubtful origin 
had stood to‘the credit of the accused at 
the Anglo-South American Bank in Paris, 
but he argued that on technical grounds 
there was no tase against him for receiving 
money which had been obtained through a 
misdemeanour. ! 

M. Leroy read Captain Arthur's letter to 
Sir Hari Singh, and concluded his defence 
by demanding an acquittal. 

The Court deliberated only for a bare two 
in nutes, and then éamad the verdict of 
thirteen months and a fine of 500 francs.

LS main feature of yesterday's sitting 
oÍ the Free State Senate was Mr 
Jchn McLoughlin’s reference to the 
boundary. Hé said that the forecasts of 
transference of territory to Northern Ire- 
land were an outrage on justice, and that 
they must be dismissed as preposterous 
unless a complete violation of the Treaty 
was intended. 

The President’s statement showing that 
no attempt had been made, under Clause 
12 of the Treaty, to ascertain the wishes 
of the people whose territories which it was 
proposed to transfer was disquieting. The 
means used had been the Census of 1911. 
The time had come when the Government 
should demand that Article 12 should not 
be broken and should demand a plebiscite. 

If the Free State Government did not 
insist upon a plebiscite they would deserve 
to be driven from office with ignominy. 
He hoped that the English Government 
would not allow it to be said that they 
had imported an English Judge to “ burst 
up ” the main clause of the Treaty. 

The Chairman (Lord Glenavy) announced 
that Mr. Emmet Dalton; Clerk. of the 
Senate, had resigned on the ground of 
health. The Chairman also stated that 
the Returning Officer in the Senate election 
had agreed to his view that the elections 
having now been completed, it was not 
necessary to hold over the declaration cf 
the results till the 6th December.

BOUNDARY PROBLEM. 


FORECASTS PREPOSTEROUS. 


Mr. McLoughlin, in moving the adjourn- 
ment of the House, drew attention to certain 
aspects of the boundary question, which, he 
said, were exciting a deal of public in- 
terest at present. He did not attach any 
importance whatever to the forecasts that 
had appeared within the past week in certain 
English newspapers, although ‘these reports 
had caused considerable uneasiness and alarm 
throughout the Free State, especially in those 
areas which it was claimed were going to be 
annexed to what was called Northern Ireland. 
These ® forecasts were such an outrage on 
justice that one must dismiss them at once 
as preposterous, unless a complete violation 
of the Treaty was contemplated, and this he 
refused to believe. 

While he had not succumbed to the panic 
which seemed to have seized several people 
in many parts of the country, still he con- 
fessedthat ‘he was somewhat disquieted by 
ihe fact that had emerged from an answer 

iven by the President to a question F on 
Wedecellag by the leader of the Labour 
Party in another place. According to that 
answer, although the report of the report of 
the Boundary Commission was shortly to he 
published, no attempt whatever had been 
made beforehand to carry out the terms of 
Clause 12 of the Treaty, which provided for 
the ascertainment of the wishes of the in- 
habitants before any area could be trans- 
ferred. That clause was the corner stone of 
the Treaty, and was inserted specifically to 
ensure the application of the principles of self- 
determination and non-coercion to that sec- 
tion of the majority of the Irish people re- 
siding in the six counties. 

He took this opportunity to contradict the 
statement that .he. saw lately in the Press— 
that the Treaty was the cause of partition. 
The Treaty was not “responsible for partition. 
Partition was an accomplished fact six months 
before the Treaty was signed, and the Belfast 
Parliament was opened by King G®Borge six 
months before the Treaty was signed. The 
Treaty was an alleviation of partition, and 
not the creation of it, and in Ciavse 12 was 

rovided the machinery of alleviation. This 
vad been made clear by the speeches oí. the 
Irish signatories to the Treaty. The para- 
mount objeet of Clause 12 was to give effect 
to the wishes of the inhabitants by placing 
them under the Government they desired. 

Mr. McLoughlin went on to refer to the 
procedure of Mr. Justice Feetham, when 

The Chairman said—I would suggest to the 
Senator not to refer to the personnel of the 
Commission, as the matter is still swb judice, 
and they are the persons responsible for it. 
While you may put your own construction 
and your own interpretation upon the terms 
of the Treaty, or otherwise, I think it would 
be more - judicious, and, perhaps, more con- 
sistent with practice and procedure, if you 
abstained from referring to the personnel of 
the Commission. 


COMMISSION’S PROCEDURE. 

Mr. McLoughlin, continaing, said that the 
procedure that the Commission had adopted 
to find out the wishes of the inhabitants had 
heen tltrough the medium of the census of 
191}. That census gave the figures of the 
Protestants and Catholics in the various areas, 
This, however, was-not a theological question, 
but a political one, The Secretary of the 
Commission had been recommended to the 
public as having taken part in the carrying 
out of the plebiscites under the Treaty of 
Versailles, in Poland, or in Schleswig, he 
forgot which. But would he be able to affirm 
that the Arbitration Commissioners under the 
Treaty ascertained the wishes of the inhabit- 
ants by the religious census of 1911? 
Although it was well over a year since the 
Boundary Commission began its work, not a 
single step had heen taken to ascertain the 
wishes of the inhabitants in the only satis- 
factory way in which it could be done, and 
that was by a plebiscite. 

It was true that geographic and economic 
conditions had also to be considered, but 
those could not arise until the wishes of the 
inhabitants had been ascertained. To entitle 
the Commissioners to act on that point, they 
must find conflict between the wishes of the 
inhabitants and economic and geographic con- 
ditions.

FRESH OUTBREAKS

The Ministry of Agriculture, in London 
yesterday evening, anounced that the exist- 
ence of foot-and-mouth \disease has been con- 
firmed on premises at Hardwicke, near 
Gloucester, and at Ashburnham, near Battle, 
Sussex. 

A suspected case of disease is also under 
investigation at Eccleshall, Staffordshire. 
PRECAUTIONS IN NORTHERN IRELAND. 

In consequence of the prevalence of foot- 
and-mouth disease in countries abroad, the 
Northern Home Secretary (Sir Dawson Bates) 
has made an order, to come into operation on 
17th November, which has the effect of pro- 
hibiting the landing, except under licence 
issued by the Imperial Secretary’s Depart- 
ment, of articles packed in hay or straw 
originating from any country outside the 
United Kingdom, except the Isle of Man, 
Canada, South Africa, and New Zéaland. 
Intending importers of goods from abroad so 
packed should obtain forms of application for 
licences from the Imperial Secretary's Devart- 
ment, 28a Scottish Provident Buildings, 
Belfast. 

Arrangements are being made to licence 
through to their destinations in approved 
cases consignments arriving in Ulster after 
the date of the commencement of the order, 
which have left the country of origin before 
the provisions of the new order could have 
been known. It will be a condition of any 
licences so issued that the packing material 
must be destroved to the satisfaction of the

CLEAR STATEMENT NEEDED. 


Mr. W. Sears brought forward the case of 
the secondary teachers, and hoped that the 
Minister would be able to assure the Dail 
that he would shortly improve their pay and 
conditions. 

Professor Thrift said that he felt with 
Deputy O'Connell that he was not clear a 
to what the ultimate aims of the Minister 
were. He did not make it clear where the 
duty of the State ceased and the rights of 
the individual came in. He thought that a 
clear. statement of the Minister's ultimate 
aims would undoubtedly be of great value at 
tho present juncture. They would like to 
have heard a: great deal more from the 
Minister as regards the present conditions. 
They had a right to expect an account of the 
present svstem, how it was working, what 
changes had been made within the past 
twelve months, what difficulties he saw in 
the system, how he proposed to meet these 
difficulties, and what he has proposed to do 
immediately.
